DAMAGES DISALLOWED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


The Great Southern Railways Company 
appealed from a finding of a jury and judg- 
ment in the Dublin Circuit Court, awarding 
£50 damages to Cornelius O’Sullivan, Derry- 
nane House, Derrynane Parade, North 
Circular road, Dublin, plaintiff in an action 
against the appeMants in respect of the loss 
of plaintiff's daughter, Mabel O’Sullivan, who 
was killed by a train at Shankill station, 
County Dublin, on 2ist July, 1934. 

The grounds of the appeal were, amonz 
others, that the Circuit Judge should have 
acceded to the request of defendants’ counsel 
for a direction at the close of plaintiff’s case, 
there being then clear evidence that Miss 
O'Sullivan was a trespasser, and no evidence 
that, the engine driver was guilty of 
negligence ; or, even assuming that there was, 
no evidence that such negligence caused the 
accident. 

‘The High Court allowed the appeal, and 
dismissed the action, with costs. 


Mr. Justice Sullivan said that, taking the 


ee ee, 


most favourable view possible of the evidence ' 


for the plaintiff, he thought that, even assum- 
ing negligence on the part of the engine 
driver, as well as the$kirl, no reasonable jury 
could find that the engine driver was guilty 
of the final negligence that caused tha 
accident. He was not, in fact. at all satisfied 
on the transcript of the evidence, that there 
was any negligence on the part of the engine 
driver. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne, who concurred, said 
that it was .abundantly clear that Miss 
O'Sullivan was negligent, and that that 
negligence continued up to the very last 
moment, and that up to the very last moment 
she had had a full opportunity of placing 
herself in a position of safety.

The engine fitted to the car, for 
instance, weighs only 380lb., with trans- 
mission and clutch assembled. This is 
actually 178lb. lighter than the 20 h.p. 
engine, itself of remarkably low weight. 

This goes far to explain the performance 
which makes the Ford V-8's so fascinating 
to drive. The new Ford V-8, with its 
spacious bodywork, has swift acceleration 
and top-gear flexibility that will appeal 
to all drivers. 

The bore and stroke of the engine are 
2.6 ins. by 3.2 ins. It is of the i 
compression type, with aluminium cylinder 
heads, the compression ratio being 6.64 
to 1. ; 

Efficient cooling is another feature, the 
capacity of the cooling system having been 
increased to 3.375 gallons. 

The two banks of cylinders, the exhaust 
passages, and the upper half of the crank- 
case are a one-piece casting, the Ford V-8 
engines being in this respect unique 
among ‘units of the type. 

Other pdints are the use of Ford unit 
valve assemblies, with hardened exhaust 
valve seat imserts and factory-set clear- 
ances ; distributor driven direct from the 
camshaft, which eliminates the use of 
gears; a downdraught carburettor feeding 
each bank of cylinders through separate 
branches of the manifold; and pressure 
lubrication through oil leadg cast in the 
cylinder block. An interesting point is 
the system of crankcase ventilation, which 
assists in maintaining the oil at a con- 
stant temperature, and carries away fumes 
and impurities, emitting them at a point 
where they cannot penetrate to the 
interior of the car. Fuel is raised from 
the 12}-gallon rear tank by an electric 
fuel pump. 

The smoothness of the engine undet all 
conditions is one of its most attractive 
features, but to insulate the chassis from 
the slightest vibration the unit is three- 
point mounted on rubber.

THE PURCHASE 


In January, 1934, the defendant instrrcted 
Mr. Kenny to purchase for him the house, 
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“ St. Margaret’s,’’ telling Mr. Kenny that the 
purchase was for himself, and requesting him 
not to inform the plaintiff or any of her 
family. Myr. Kenny carried out the par- 
chase for the defendant, to whom the 
premises were assigned in April, 1934. The 
defendant paid the purchase money of £1,500 
in cash. eter it transpired that the defen- 
dant had been given this money by the 
plaintiff, and had been “instructed by her to 
purchase the house for her, but had con- 
cealed this fact from Mr. Kenny, who only 
became aware of the true state of affairs in 
January, 1936, when the defendant sought to 
eject from ‘‘ St. Margaret’s ” his sister, Mrs. 
Casey, who occupied some rooms there as 
tenant. Mrs. Casey had summoned the plain- 
tiff as a witness to the Circuit Court, in order 
to prove that the plaintiff and not the defen- 
dant was her landlord in '' St. Margaret’s.” 
It was only in the course of the proceedings 
in the Circuit Court that the plaintiff first 
became aware that the conveyance, which had 
remained in the hands of Mr. Kenny, solici- 
tor, had not been taken in her name, but in 
the name of the defendant. 

When the plaintiff informed Mr. Kenny of 
the facts he realised that he had been im- 

sed upon by the defendant, who, however, 
had refused to execute a conveyance to the 
laintiff, and hence the present action had to 
ie brought. 

Mr. E. J. Kenny, solicitor, and the plain- 
tiff gave evidence in support of counsel's 
statement. 


£1,500 IN NOTES 


Miss Kelly, in evidence, stated that her 
mother had carried on a provision btsiness 
at Francis street, and was also the owner 
of some property.

Burke asked her 
for a deposit to lodge with the solicitor, and 
she gave him £400 in notes, taking four rolls 
of £100 each from her drawer. Later he 
asked her for the sum of £935 to complete the 
purchase, and she said that she would give 
him £835. as the price agreed on had been 
£1,200. She said that if that was not right 
she would demand her deposit back. Burke 
then said that she would not be able to get 
it back and she finally handed him over 
£955. Later Burke and she purchased 
furniture and other things for the house. 
Burke’s sister, Mrs. Casey, came to “St. 
Margaret’s”’ as a tenant, and paid the rent 
to witness. 

Mr. Justice Johnston 
defendant in the case seemed to be a 
thorough scoundrel.

BONA FIDE QUESTION 


It was submitted for the prosecution that 
the main object of the men in visiting Rosses 
Point was to obtain drink, and that, therefore, 
ur not bona fide travellers.

legitimate amusement—namely, dancing, and 
were bona fide travellers, a accordingly he 
dismissed the summons on the merits. At the 
request of the Attorney-General he stated a 
case for the opinion of the High Court, and 
the High Court, holding that he was wrong, 
remitted the case to him with a direction 
that there should be a conviction. 

The judgment of the High Court was to 
the effect that the person supplied with the 
row must, in the first instance, be a tra- 
veller as that term ordinarily was understood, 


and the question emphasised in all the de- 
cisions 


was the original object of tra- 
velling. All the decisions established that, 
in addition to the statatory territorial limita- 
tion, there must be considered as separate 
elements, the travelling and the bona fides, 
present case the District Justice 
misdirected himself in law in taking 
“bona fide traveller’? ag one consolidated 
phrase, and in applying as the sole test the 
object of the parties’ visit to Rosses Point, 
irrespective of the other matters in the case. 
The travelling could not be considered as 
one continuous journey ffom Sligo and back 
again, as it was not so in fact. Having re- 
gard to the substantial interval, the travel- 
ling resolved itself into two journeys— 
the one to Rosses Point, and the other the 
return journey—in respéct of each of which 
the privileges of the Intoxicating Liquor Act 
apphed, but not to the interval of several 
hours spent at the dance. 

The appeal was brought on the ground 
that this decision was wrong in law. 

Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C., and Mr. 
Pringle (instructed by Mr. 8. H. Derham), 
appeared for Mr. Bruen; and Mr. William 
Black, K.C., and Mr. Fay (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), for the Attorney- 
General. 

It was submitted by Mr. Ryan that a 
person is a bona fide traveller within the 
meaning of the Licensing Acts, who sets out 
on a journey for a purpose either of business 
or of pleasure, provided the purpose is not 
that of obtaining intoxicating liquor. — It 
was, he said, a question of fact for the 
District Justice to determine the purpose of 
a person who set out on a journey. The 
District Justice had found as a fact that 
the persons found on Mr. Bruen’s premises 
were bona fide travellers, and that finding of 
fact. was conclusive.

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THE SCHOOL MEALS ACT 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—According to reports in your last 
week's issue, some hundreds of children on 
Achill Island have ceased to attend school 
owing to a dispute arising out of the Schoo! 
Meals Act. he Committee of the “ Irish 
Save the Children Fund ” view with alarm 
any situation which deprives so many 
children of a nourishing meal. The lunch of 
cocoa or milk and bread which these children 
get at school is, in many cases, the best 
meal of the day. To be deprived of that 
meal at this severe season of the year is a 
serious loss to them. The dispute between 
the teachers and the “Free Meal Commit- 
tee” is not a matter for our Society, but 
we would point out that, even if it were 
part of the teachers’ duty to prepare, or 
supervise the preparation by the elder pupils 
of, a meal for or 50 children, it could 
not be done in half an hour, the time allotted 
in Irish schools for the children’s meal and 
play interval. 

Mr. F. J. Gallagher, N.T., Secretary. 
Achill Branch, 1.N.T.O., in a statement, re- 
calls that in June last the teachers put their 
views before the Board of Health, pointed 
out the Board’s obligation ia the matter, and 
requested them to provide the necessary 
facilities for preparing and serving the 
children’s meal. The Board of Health ignored 
the teachers’ recommendation as well as that 
of the County M.O.H. in the same matter. 

When we read of English primary schools, 
with their up-to-date equipment, spacious 
playgrounds, and proper mid-day interval for 
food aud play, it is humiliating to think 
that, in a self-governed Ireland, many of our 
schools have been condemned by the medical 
authorities; that half an hour is considered 
sufficient for growing children to enjoy a 
meal and get some, fresh air; and that, 
although a School Meals Act has been in 
operation for some years, practically none -{ 
the schools has any proper accommodation. 

Since the introcuction of the School Meals 
Act the teachers have given their services 
free in applying it, bat, where there is money 
available, as in County Mayo, is there any 
valid reason why it should not be applied to 
relieve them and provide proper conditions 
for the children’s meal?

Mr. Hilton Edwards has never wanted cour- 
age. This week he has attacked ' Brand,”’ a 
play which by its mere length has been 
enough to frighten almost every producer 
away from it, and he has produced it on the 
tiny stage of the Gate Theatre. The task 
might seem to be almost impossible, but it 
has been done, and done really well. By care- 
ful cutting the producer has been able to 
shorten the playing-time to well within three 
hours, and he and Mr. MacLiammoir have 
compensated for any want of room in the 
theatre itself. Mr. Macliammoir, with a few 
wooden steps and a few backcloths, can stili 
convey all the in.mensity and gloom of the 
Norwegian mountains, and Mr. Edwards still 
can make his erowds swirl around the narrow 
stage as if they had all the space in Drucy 
Lane. One has seen such things happen be 
fore at the Gate Theatre, but they are not 
to be admired any the less because they are 
familiar. 

As for ‘‘ Brand,” it is extremely interesting. 
though, perhaps, less moving ghan it 
ought to be. Are there fashions in 
symbolism, as in everything else? The 
play is a symbolic drama in verse, illustrating 
the spiritual struggle within a man who de- 
cides to follow the good at whatever cost to 
himself or to others, and to fight against 
compromise wherever and however he meet 
it. It is a fine theme. and one feels that the 
author—himself so great a hater of shams 
and compromises—put his soul into it. 
there is something in its expression whic! 
seems very odd toa modern i RAON Parts of 
the play are still as moving as when ‘“‘Brand”’ 
was first produced, but in others the mix 
ture of symbolism with action does seem to 
be a little incongruous, When, for instance. 
Brand is seen Lediae a score of villagers 
up a very high mountain in search of “the 
good " one is tempted irresistibly to compare 
his action with that of the youth in 
‘Excelsior " and to wonder what on earth he 
means to do when he has got to the top. Fo. 
some reason it becomes almost useless to remind 
oneself that the action must not be taken 
literally, and it may be that audiences forty 
years from now will feel the same difficulty 
over the symbolism of modern plays which 
now is quite convincing. 

But “ Brand,” althongh “ dated ' by such 
incidents, remains one of the major plays. 
The wide sweep of its theme gave Ibsen all 
the scope he needed for his reforming zeal, 
and in its hero, who ‘‘ came to earth to cure 
the sapping fester of its soul,"’ one sees Ibsen 
himself. The “all or nothing ” mentality, 
indeed, is tragic in the real sense. Brand. 
in his determination that nothing should stop 
him from the pursuit of what he knew to be 
good, was willing to sacrifice not only his 
mother, whom he loved a little, but his wife 
and child, whom he loved greatly, and in the 
end to die himself, consumed in his own fire. 
The play may have its pretentious moments, 
and it certainly brings a feeling of Scandi- 
navian depression with it, but it has a 
nobility which few plays can claim. 

Micheal MacLiammoir was the inevitable 
choice for the part of Brand, and gave a 
display which he will like to remember. Une 
knows. enough of. his style to know that he 
would not be likely to fail in a study of this 
passionate and emotional character, but 
almost the whole weight of the 
play rests upon Brand, and Mr. 
MacLiammoir’s feat in sustaining the part 
all through without any hint of an “ off- 
moment’ was — fine. The strain on 
his own powers can be guessed from the fact 
that there are no other major characters in 
the play—except Agnes; indeed, Meriel 
Moore, in thig part, got the second act 
in which to displa it, t for fifteen 
minutes of that act she was magnificent.

ARE THEY BEYOND THE 
REACH OF THE POOR? 
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A call for the “ more careful examina- 
tion of bacon prices’’ under the market- 
ing schemes is made by the British Food 
Council in their report to the President 
of the Board of Trade. 

Although since the initiation of the 
schemes and quotas the pig population 
and production of bacon and hams had 
substantially increased, and steadier 
prices had resulted, retailers had com- 
plained that prices were so high as to put 
bacon out of general reach of the poorer 
people. 

It is yecommended that the cost of pig 
production should be continuously 
watched; that the difference between a 
fair price to producers and the price paid

that steps should be taken to see that

themselves and in their country. 


TEACHING THROUGH. IRISH 


The Rev. M. Hamilton, C.C., Ennis, spoke 
on “‘the Teaching Through the Medium. of 
Irish.” He prefaced his remarks by taking 
the revival of Irish for granted, as a national 
policy in* which there could be yo two 
opinions if lrish-Ireland was to survive. One 
of the most important steps towards the 
attainment of this idea was the teaching of 
through Irish in the schools. His purpose 
was to show that the present educational 
policy in the matter of trish was perfectly 
sound; and that not only was it possible 
and feasible to use Irish as a medium of in- 
struction in all subjects in primary and 
secondary education, but such was actually 
being done, and done successfully in pract)- 
cally gil the primary schools, and in more 
than two RS an secondafy schools in the 
country. Critics said that pupils were being 
taught something which they did not under- 
stand. Such statements were entirely at 
variance with fact. The primary educational 
policy of the Department, he said, did not 
ask any teacher to teach through the medium 
of Irish unless he was well qualified to do 
so, and Irish was to be used as a medivm 
ef instruction only in accordance with the 
capacity of the pupils to grasp what was 
being taught. 

By the various primary teachers whom he 
had met he was ;ssured that, except for 
certain modifications in the programme and 
in the standard sought, there was no 
difficulty whatsoever in carrying out the 
educational policy of the Department. In 
the secondary schools with which he was 
acquainted he saw the teaching of subjects 
through Irish, in which the majority of the 
pupils came from the primary. schools, and 
that, he said, was the surest testimony to the 
work was being done in the primary 
schools. He had had himself experience 
of teaching through Irish, and he could 
definitely state that with one or two years’ 
experience no teacher who has a fair know- 
ledge of Irish experiences any serious diffi- 
culty in communicating his ideas on all sub- 
jects through Irish. There was, however, a 
defect or want in the matter of text-books ; 
for instance, a suitable Irish grammar, a 
grammar and works in modern languages and 
m the classics, and advanced text-books in 
history. These were gradually being supplied, 
and he believed that in twenty years’ time, 
if the present progress was continued, those 
in charge of the affairs of this State would 
be able to make Irish the living and normal 
vernacular of the people. 

The thanks of the meeting were given to 
the lecturers.

The most noticeable feature of India’s 
trade in cotton in 1936-36, published in 
the Annual Review of Trade by the De- 
partment of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, Delhi, was the striking advance 
made by Japan in all branches, notably in 
printed and grey goods.

FEARS FOR FRENCH 
AIRMAN 


MISSING ON FLIGHT TO 
BRAZIL

PARIS, Tuesday. 

Jean Mermoz, hero of countless tran 
Atlantic flights, and the creator of the 
first trans-Atlantic air service in the 
world, is still missing on board the 
French air mail liner Croix du Sud. 

He was flying from Dakar, Senegal, to 
Natal, Brazil, and should have reached 
his destination at midnight last night, 
but atter a brief, dramatic -wireless 
message, received four and a half hours 
after the Croix du Sud had started on its 
flight, nothing more has been heard of 
him. 

In this message, sent off when the air 
liner was 435 miles south-east of Dakar, 
Mermoz reported that one of his engines 
had stopped, but, as he added that 
weather conditions were excellent, no 
special anxiety was then felt. 

When the hours wore on, however, 
without any further news, fears for the 
famous airman’s safety began to be en- 
tertained. Aeroplanes were sent out in 
search of the missing *plane—a seaplane, 
an amphibian and five steamers were 
despatched to scour the route over which 
it should have passed. Wireless messages 
were emitted at frequent intervals from 
Brazilian and other radio stations, but no 
answer was received. and no trace of 
Mermoz and his ‘plane has yet been 
found. 

Hope is now rapidly dwindling.

We are now in a position to state that the 
only ‘inaccuracy’ m our report was our 
hesitation to mention that the Corporation has 
actually completed. negotiations with Bishop 
Plunket for the ~ purchase of St. Anne's 
mansion and gardens, and a demesne which 
covers approximately 460 acres, with extensive 
building frentages on Howth road, on Water- 
mill lane (which connects Raheny village with 
Raheny strand), and along the ““Blue Lagoon” 
foreshore from Raheny strand te Dollymount. 


THE PROBABLE USE 


If, as has been suggested, the entire site 
is to be utilised to accommodate workers’ 
dwellings of a superior type, similar to those 
recently built at Cabra and Crumlin—but 
with more extensive gardens, each of, say, 
one-eighth of an acre—accommodation may 
he provided for upwards of 5,000 families. 
Having regard, however, to the situation of 
the property, to the palatial character of St. 
Anne’s mansion and gardens (upon which the 
late Lord Ardilaun was lavish in his outlay), 
and to the patural amenities of the demesne 
lands, it is thought to be not improbable that 
the Corporation may enter into such

ment b private enterprise — controlled 
under the provisions of the Town and 


Regional Planuing Act—on certain portions 
of the estate, while reserving other areas for 
municipal housing schemes. 

An especially interesting element im the 
future development of the estate is its con- 
venience to the growing industrial area of 
East Wall and Alexandra road. Served on 
its Howth road boundary by Great Northern 
Railway omnibuses and on its “ Blue 
lagoon” frontages by the Dublin United 
Tramways Company cars, residents in the 
most remote parts of the estate will benefit 
by maximum omnibus and tramway fares of 
threepence from the Nelson Pillar.

Considerable anxiety exists among many 
owners of recently-built house property im the 
Raheny and Howth road areas, in view of

The essence of parliamentary democracy 
was that there should be free deliberation, dis- 
cussion and decision by an assembly that was 
broadly representative of the people of the 
country. That was what panilamentary 
democracy was, and it was not tied up with 
out-of-date theories. 
The political education of the -voter still 
had a long way to go, but it was pro- 
gressing, and would progress still further, 
although questions were becoming more diffi 
cult, 
The Auditor spoke of democratic govern- 
ment preventing continuity. That reminded 
him of the things he had to listen te in the 
unhappy days when he was a member of 
General O'Duffy's party, and when some 
members of the party were going around the 
country making speeches of the evils oí 
what they called kangaroo democracy. It 
never had been the practice of Governments 
to undo what their predecessors had done. 
There was so much that was ignoble about 
the party system of Government, so much 
that was undesirable in the system of 
opposing violently what the people of the 
other party did or proposed to do; there{ was 
so. much lack of patriotism and common- 
sense in that that he would not accept it as 
& necessary part of parliamentary demo- 
cracy. 


THE SECOND CHAMBER

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TOTALITARIAN STATE 


“It is foolish to deny the coming of the 
totalitarmn State. It is an inevitable and 
continuous tendency. For good or ill, we have 
got to accept it and make the best of it. 
Parliamentary democracy was dead, or dying. 
It belonged to a period of history that was 
passing—a transient phase in the social 
evolution of mankind.” 

Mr. Grogan said that it was not true to 
suggest that demortacy, m some peculiar 
way, was endowed with the Divine blessing. 
There was no essential connection between 
Christianity—least of all, Catholicism—and 
the democracy they knew. As a matter of 
fact, democracy had been least successful 
in Catholic countries. 

The totalitarian State was not necessarily 
offered to Christian principles. They could

The War in Spain 


The manner in which news is created, 
rather than recorded, by newspapers of a 
certain type has been exemplified in 


striking fashion during the last week or 


so. Since the Bishop of Bradford opened 
the sluice-gates of controversy regarding 
the King’s desire to marry Mrs, Simpson 
nothing else seems to have been happen- 
ing in the world, and events that ten 
days ago were of vital importance have 
‘been relegated to the back pages of the 
newspapers. Yet, in spite of the crisis in 
Great Britain, the world is moving on- 
ward as usual. The war in Spain is 
being prosecuted with unabated fierce- 
ness, and all the evidence suggests that 
an early decision of one kind or another 
is hardly to be expected. This war now has 
ceased to be a mere matter of sguab- 
bling among Spaniards. The pact of non- 
intervention continues to govern the 
conduct of outside Powers, but it is being 
ignored openly, and an exceedingly dan- 
gerous situation is being created. There 
is little doubt now that large numbers of 
Germans have arrived in Spain. In the 
House of Commons on Monday the 
Foreign Secretary virtually admitted that 
some five thousand of them had landed 
at Cadiz, and, although Mr. Eden was 
scrupulously correct in his references to 
this fact; it is reasonably certain that 
their despatch to Spain has been con- 
nived at by the German Government. 
Under existing regulations in Germany 
it is impossible that anybody should 
leave the country without official consent. 
The currency restrictions are so drastic 
that intending emigrants cannot take 
more than a few marks with them, and 
the suggestion that all those Germans 
who have gone to Spain have been able 
to finance themselves from outside sources 
is ridiculous. Furthermore, it is notorious 
that the island of Mallorca, off the coast 
of Catalonia, has been occupied to all 


intents and purposes by Italians, who are 


working hand in glove with General 
Franco’s forces. They have been giving 
‘“‘ unofficial’ aid to the insurgents since 
the Civil War began, and there is a wide- 
spread belief, be it right or wrong, that 
General Franco has undertaken to cede 
Mallorca to Signor Mussolini when—and 
if—he achieves his ambitious military 
objects. 

On the other hand, it is almost equally 
certain that Russian volunteers have been 
flocking, to the assistance of the Spanish 
Government. Undoubtedly, the Russian 
Government has been sending large 
quantities of war materials to Spain—a 
fact which has been mainly responsible for 
the improvement in moral and the 
stiffened resistance of the 
forces. 


Government 
Gradually the fighting is resolving 
itself into an international conflict. 
General Franco has the Moors, the 
Foreign Legionaries, a certain number of 
Italian, German, and even Irish volun- 
teers. Sefior Largo Caballero has the 
Russians, some Frenchmen, and hundreds, 
if not thousands, of anti-Fascists from 
almost, every country in Europe. Mani- 
festly, this condition of affairs has all the 
elements of international trouble, and it 
is causing some uneasiness in those 
countries which are determined at all costs 
to keep out of the Spanish imbroglio, The 
Council of the League of Nations will meet 
at Geneva to-morrow, when the whole 
Spanish problem will be discussed. At 
the moment it seems as if Italy will re- 
main aloof from the proceedings, leaving 
Britain, France and Russia as the only 
Great Powers to deal with the matter. 
Since all three, in varying degrees, are in 
sympathy with the Spanish Government, 
the usefulness of to-morrow’s deliberations 
will be dubious; but there is one thing 
that can, and ought to, be done. All the 
Powers that are represented at Geneva 
ought to pledge themselves to put a stop 
to the despatch of “ voluntcers,’’ whether 
disguised or genuine, to the Spanish front. 
No good purpose can be served by foreign 
interference in Spanish affairs. Interven- 
tion on the one side must lead inevitably 
with 
altogether deplorable results. Up to the 
present volunteers have been reaching 
Spain in dribs and drabs, but the 


each side now is accusing the other of de- 
pendence upon foreign levies. It is a most 
unsatisfactory situation, and it is high 
time that a stop should be put to outside 
interference. | 

In the meanwhile the fighting seems to 
be growing more desperate every day. 
Madrid, in spite of a prolonged siege, is 
holding out miraculously, but conditions 
in that once fair city are appalling. A

will take place in the near future, and 
Madrid may fall. The fact, however, that 
a .Catalonian army has been formed 
suggest# that Spain is preparing for a 
long-drawn-out struggle, which, whoever 
may triumph in the end, will paralyse the 
nation for a century. 


‘Skill or Chance? 


*, . . Three aces and a joker 
Are a lovely hand at poker.” 

Are bridge and poker games of skill or 
chance? When we lose we say chance, but 
when we win we say skill. Mr. Justice 
Macnaghten was required last week to give 
a decision on more strictly judicial 
grounds. A case in the King’s Bench 
Division, in which the defendant pleaded 
the Gaming Act, turned on the question 
whether the games concerned are, as folk 
say, pure gambles. ‘‘ That bridge is a 
game of skill,” the judge affirmed, ‘‘ no 
one would dispute.’’ Evidently his lord- 
ship is a player. “ Whether poker is a 
game of skill,' he added, “ I should have 


| thought was questionable. I always under- 


stood that ‘ bluff’ was the ‘quality useful 
in poker.” In this dictem there lies the 
assumption that bluff is not skill within 
the meaning of the Act. If, however, it is 
not a skilful performance for a man to 
bluff his neighbour into believing that he 
holds three aces and a joker, when, in 
truth, he holds a handful of rubbish, what 
is it? Perhaps the answer is low cun- 
ning—the quality which a famous Dublin 
classicist declared to be the secret of 
success in mathematics. Edgar Allan 
Poe—whose strange talents included a 
command of chess and other games which 
would have made him famous in that 
hambler sphere if he had not chosen to 
follow letters—has some observations on 
the question of skill and chance that 
deserve to be recalled. Chess, he said, is 
supposed to be a more highly intellectual 
exercise than draughts, simply because a 
child can master the simple rules of 
draughts, while a good deal of mental 
power and patience is needed to grasp the 
moves in chess. Yet the rapidity and 
variety of the combinations in draughts 
call for gifts that chess never exercises. 
Given a certain position in chess, the 
advantage of one side is mathematically 
certain, and only a consummate patience 
is needed to ensure victory. In draughts 
totally unpredictable positions may rise, 
so that a player never is certain of victory 
until his resourcefulness has been tested 
to the full. Poe went farther in this 
seemingly paradoxical argument. He 
reasoned that card games, in which the 
players start with handicaps of chance 
instead of on a footing of mathematical 
equality, test human faculty yet more 
severely. Mathematical reason decides the 
course of play which will yield the utmost 
value on a given hand, assuming that 
opponents play as they are expected ; but 
then enters human nature. Opponents 
resort to ruses, they bluff, they even seek 
to mislead by their demeanour. A player 
must adapt his plans to meet these new 
considerations. Not merely his memory 
and ingenuity, but his judgment of 
character, his nerve, his quickness are 
brought into play. His problem resembles 
the difficulties of real life, which seldom 
can be solved by cold arithmetic, but are 
complicated by luck and the human equa- 
tion. A scholar will triumph in chess, 
but a man of affairs in cards ; so Poe con- 
tended. The chief flaw in the reasoning is 
suggested by experience. Success at the 
card-table is not always the mark of 
success in life; and who has not known 
able men of the world who are duffers 
when it comes to bridge—or poker?

The Mayor had done his best, and 
a very fine best it was; but where on earth 
were the gas-proof boots, the gas-proof 
gloves, and the gas-proof overalls? These 
topping masks, with their shiny glass eye- 
pieces, their miniature trunks, and their 
clever attachments for the ears, were all 
that the heart could wish for; but some- 
how the fun seemed less furious in the 
absence of the whole outfit. So that the 
peace of Kaposcar may be maintained 
we hope that the Mayor next year will 
grant a general issue of flame-throwers, 
with a cute little skull and cross-bones 
stencilled on each.

‘‘ British common-sense British ripe ex- 
perience, and Britisn solidity of judgment 
lave time after time prevailed in the past.

What we needed above all 
things was a sure grasp on something that 
did not vary, a permanent conviction 
about what was really important, and a 
scale of values by which we might judge 
which interest or sentiment should give 
way when we were distracted by divergent 
claims. 

“We thought rightly about the world 
and our own activity in it only so far as 
we thought of these as utterly dependent 
upon God. 

“We still have our most solemn respon- 
sibilty to judge what is our duty, and to 
do it with the utmost conscientiousness ;
